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From somewhere in Alabama or Mississippi they were turned North to¬ 
ward Tennessee. I don't remember which state they were in, but as my 
father has told me many times, on the state line of Tennessee and one 
of these other states they were attacked, and being greatly outnumbered, 
they lost many of their men. They were attacked in a bend of a small rive 
When they saw they were badly beaten, they were ordered to cross the rive 
My father started across with seven other soldiers, and he was the only 
one to make it across. When the lucky ones got across, they scattered 
into thick under brush. My father got lost from any one and spent three 
or four days by himself. He finally met an old man and asked him if he 
had seen any soldiers around, and the man said, "Yes, there is a bunch 
down by the railroad track." He didn't know what he would find down ther^ 
whether it would be Union or Confederate soldiers, but they were Union 
soldiers which sure pleased my father. When they finally got with an 
organized group, they found that the war was ended. 

My father and several others were sent back to Benton Barracks, 

St. Louis, Missouri, and discharged. 

Perhaps this is not all he has told me; but after starting, this is 

what came to my mind. 

I have in my possession his discharge from the Army, and I am very 
proud of it.

CIVIL WAR DAYS 

Written by S.(Silas) Jesse Jones January 6, 1978 

I was born February 18, 1903* My father was Silas E. (Emberton) Jones 
He was born October 14, 1844. He served in the Union Army during the last 
year of the Civil War. Being twenty years old when he enlisted in August 
1864, he served the remainder of the war. Being discharged at Benton 
Barracks, St. Louis, Missouri, August 15. 1865. Prior to his army ser¬ 
vice, he served three years in the State Militia. 

My family has requested me to write of the experiences of my father 
as he has told me. During my teen age life, he and I worked in the woods 
together a lot cutting fire wood and splitting posts. It was there in the 
woods when we would take a break to rest a little, he would tell me of 
things that hapoened in his army life. 

It will be remembered that Missouri was a divided state during the 
Civil War. In South Missouri,Northern sympathizers would take men and 
boys out in the fields and kill them; and in North Missouri, Southern 
sympathizers would do the same thing. These sympathizers were called 
Bush Whackers. 

My father's family lived in Sullivan County, Missouri. The town of 
Milan being the county seat. One afternoon my father came home after a 
day of service with the State Militia to find that a neighbor man and 
his sixteen year old son had been taken out and shot. It was then he 
decided he should be in the Army. So he bid his Mother and Father and 
Brothers and Sister good-bye and left that night after dark :>n his way 
to St. Joe, Missouri, to enlist in the Union Army. I don't remember how 
long he said it took for him to get to St. Joe, but he walked at night 
and rested in the daytime. Late in the day he would venture out and make 
a back door for something to eat. 

Arriving in St. Joe, he immediately enlisted for one year or the 
duration of the war. Soon afterward he and several other boys were put 
on a freight train and sent to Rolla, Missouri, where they were trained 
three weeks. Then they were marohed from there East to the Mississippi 
River and loaded on flat boats and sent down the river to a place near 
Jackson, Mississippi. They were then sent on foot across the country. 
After weeks of skirmishes and bad weather, they found themselves in the 
state of Georgia. After a few days rest, they were sent back across Alab? 

( I might insert here that this is after he and the bunch he enlisted 
with had become part of Company I-44th Regiment of Missouri Infantry.)

GeorgelS. Emberton, the soldierforwhose death and services pension is claimed in this case, and that her 
Post Office address has been all of said time, and is now Tompkinsviile. Monroe County. Kentucky.

GEORGE WASHINGTON EMBERTON 

as told by Selbv Emberton on tape, 

30 July 1991, at his home, Rural Tompkmsville, 

Monroe County, Kentucky 


"I want to talk about my grandfather, 
GEORGE W. EMBERTON. He was an 
unusual man, he was different in lots of ways 
from just the regular round of people throughout 
this part of the country. 

"One thing that made him different was 
he didn't want to take anything off of anybody. 
He didn't want to cause any trouble, he loved 
everybody as long as they treated him right, but 
when they treated him wrong, he was a different 
man to most, he just didn't take it. One of the 
reasons for this, he had been the oldest child in 
his family and his father had died, he told me 
these stories, and he had to keep the family 
going, he had a brother and a sister or two and 
his mother and he had to work to keep them alive 
and from getting in bad shape and he done any 
kind of woik that he could get, plus he farmed 
some with a steer, they pulled the plows with 
steers back in them days. 

"He mads bricks in Tompkinsvifle. He 
got a job as a mi all kid, mixing the mortar and 
got 15e a day and walked 5 miles each way and 
put in 10 hours for that 15p. They started using 
these bricks in the courthouse and they raised 
him to 25^ a day while he was working on the 
courthouse building. 

"I spent my young days, up until I left to 
go to World War II helping him work and 
listening to his stories that he told. I want to put 
on this tape (_ the stories he told) that they might 
not die, that they could be told over and over. 

"This man, (_ when) a small boy, was 
going to the woods where they had cleared, to 
plow up the new ground in the eariy part of the 
spring barefooted. Across from his home was a 
man of very high standards and well off and rode 
a big fine horse. They had sent the sister over 
every night and got a gallon or a half gallon of 
milk for their supper from this family that was 
well to do, but he had never been over there. So 
he was going up this road barefooted to plow and 
he met this man on the horse and he stopped and 
says, ’’Young man, which is the coldest this 
morning, your feet or the ground?" Well, he 


wasn't in no mood for any jokes and he jus 
called this man some pretty bad names that 
don't want to repeat here. That ni g h t when h. 
got home, his mother said, "Your sister is dowr 
sick and can't go over and get the milk. You’r 
going to have to go over there and get the m£ 
for our supper". He says, "I can’t do that" "Oh 
you'll have to, there’s no question, well have t 
have the milk for our supper". He kept saying, " 
can’t do that," and she finally wanted to knov 
"why". He said," I've give that man a pretty ba 
cussing today up the road and I can t face him 
He had to go ask for the milk after giving th. 
man such a cussing that morning. So, he said the 
was about as hard a thing he had ever done in n: 
life. 

"But, of course, he done lots of har 
work, he had these two daughters, Bessie an 
Hettie, and he wanted them to have an education 
and he wanted them to have a better life. So he 
set out, even though he didn't have anything tc 
educate them and to be honest and pay it anyway 
he could, their tuition to college and so on. So he 
would work 10 hours here on the farm that I'm 
living on now, anyway he would feed his mules, 
he had moved up a little from the steers to the 
mules, and then he would go and take a load oi 
logs 21 miles that night, and sell them and come 
back the next day and plow again to get mone; 
to send them to their schools. 

And this one daughter, Bess, she was jus: 
a fanatic about apples. He had an orchard dowr. 
here. Granddad Turner had set it out, and by the 
way, both my granddad's have lived right here, 
my mother's side and my father's side. Anyhow, 
he had bought a new apple tree and he didn't 
know exactly what kind of apples it would have 
and they was watching this tree close, and it hac 
one apple on it. Well it was right up in the top ot 
the tree and he was going off that morning tc 
work and he hollered hack at Bess, he knew she 
was looking at that apple and wanting to eat it. 
He said, "Bess, if you pull that apple off of that 
tree today, I'll give you a whipping when I get 
home". Well Bess wanted to sample the apple so 
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bad that she just climbed the tree, eat it without 
pulling it off. When he came back he saw the 
core of the apple still on the tree and he got his 
switch ready to whip her, and she began to beg 
off and say, "I didn’t pull it off I didn't pull it off 
you said you would whip me if I pulled it off and 
I didn’t pull it off. He backed off and let her get 
away with it because she was really right, she 
hadn't pulled the apple off the tree. 

"I don’t know what else I want to tell you 
about These trips that he mad* hauling these 
logs and things, he would stand in the front of 
the wagon in die blizzards, storms or what not on 
the road, and I would have to say he was an 
awful tough man, ’cause he had an old rain coat 
that he would zip up or button up, they didn't 
have zippers back in those days. He buttoned 
this thing up around his face and he took the 
b l i zz a r ds and let come what would. 

"When these girls got to teaching school, 
he got a school for one of them close eno ugh 
that she could walk to her school, about 2 miles 
maybe, and the school board, I'm not catling 
names here because some of them are still living, 
they changed around and put this girl, Bess, off 
some 10 or 15 miles down in the mountains and 
exchanged teachers and my grandad didn't have 
anyway of going to get her, no automobiles or 
nothing, on the week-ends and he would sad dle 
up a horse and lead one and go get her on Friday 
evening's and they would have to continue this 
through winter in sleet, rain and all about a 15 
mile run every Friday evening. That was 30 miW 
for him, going' and coming back. And he was 
always bitter towards this school board member 
for having her changed off down in these 
mountains. And when he had a grudge against 
you, it was for a good reason. 

"I never knew him to hate anybody that 
didn't do anything to him or even dislike. He 
was a good neighbor to all that treated him right, 
but he considered this man had treated him bad 
by switching his daughter's school that far away 
down in the mountains. 

"I think he was wanting to meet him to 
talk to him about it. And he had a, well it came 
off his stretchers that he pulled the logs with, a 
ring that was steel, steel ring that he had in his 


pocket and he met this man on the street. And 
he started talking to him about what a terrible, 
terrible thing it was to have to go get her through 
the winter down there when she was close 
enough to walk over to her school. And this man 
made a remark that he didn't like and broke his 
jaw with that ring on his fist, I guess he had put it 
in his pocket for that purpose probably. 

"But that's the type of man he was, he 
didn't want anybody to do anything to him, he 
was a fine man, and not liked by everybody 
'cause some misunderstood him. He wasn’t a 
bully, he was a big, well built man and they hung 
tixe handle of "Big_George" on him, but he 
wasn't really that big, he was just muscled, he 
was short like, he wasn't too short or too tall, but 
he was not really a big man. He just didn’t let 
anybody do anything to him and get away with it 

"I dont know what else I want to tell 
about the Emberton family except, even when he 
was well retired, you might call it, he wasn't 
working hard anymore, it got to where he was 
still healthy, but he didn't have to work like that^ 
Hke he did in his young days, but he kept mules. 

"So he got up one morning, I believe it 
was in February, it was cold, and he was going 
down to feed these mules one morning and they 
was a gate with a chain that went over a nail for a 
hook, and he took hold of that chain to take it off 
that nail and a stroke hit him in the brain and it 
knocked his brain out, only once in a while it 
would come back, so he could tell me what 
happened. And he thought lightning had struck 
him in cold weather like that He said it seemed 
like it was lightning hit him in the top of the 
head. He didn't live very long after that, I'd say 
maybe a month and though he was a case 
hardened man, or that's what he called himself 
case hardened. He got that term from being 
around blacksmith shops in his younger days and 
they would temper metal. Sometimes they 
would get is so hard you couldn't sharpen a tool, 
they would plunge it in the water to quick or to 
long or something, I don't know about that, but 
tins metal would case harden and you couldn't 
grind it and he would always say that he was 
"case hardened". He would tefl me that, 
meaning that he just didn't cry, I think is what 
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he meant to tell me, that he just didn’t cry 
anymore. 

"He had this big black mule that he was 
wanting to break to work and he was waiting 
for nw to get book out of the War to help H a n . 
He let the mule get to be a huge mule there 
before I got back and he was talking to me 
about his going 1 to be harder to break that 
young mule now that he was so big and when 


he had this stroke, his mind came back and I 
saw the tear? the first time in my life in his 
eyes, when he told me that I would have to 
break the mule myself; that he was leaving, that 
it was time for him to go. 

"So misunderstood most of his life. People 

called him a strange man, but he just didn’t like 
to take any t h ing off of anybody, he would beg 
only when it was a last resort’’

It was mine to live and let live, and to help 
others as I could. I will begin now by saying that it 
has accrued to me to write my story in these few 
words. I don/t have a long story but to those who 
may read it I hope they will enjoy it especially 
some of my friends, and speaking of friends. I 
have many. 

I was born in Monroe County (Kentucky) 
on a Thursday. September 7.1911 - Oara Carter 
I am from a family of nine children, and the 
daughter of the late Sam Bell Rippin and the late 
Bertha Huston [Walker] Carter. My parents were 
married September 3, 1908. I heve brown eyes 
and black hair. I am five feet tall and weigh 83 
pounds. Many days have gone by since I was a 
little girl and some call me a little girl yet. I was 
born and raised on a farm near Rock Bridge 
(Kentucky). I attended Mount Gilead School, 
except for two years. When we bought afarm and 
moved to the Forktcn Community, I went to the 
Bray School. After leaving there we moved back 
home. While at Bray School. Washington Carter 
was my teacher. I enjoyed going to school with 
his children: Winnie. Sam. Neil, and Darrell. Joe 
Harrison Carter was also my teacher at the Bray 
School and at Mount Gilead. I had three cousins 
who taught at Mount Gilead, lone. Olene. and 
Scott Carter (Scott-deceased). 

While Joe was teaching at Mount Gilead 
School, my brothers and sisters and I would have 
seme rough muddy roads to travel, but we would 
ride with our teacher, Joe H. Carter, who was a 
cousin to my father. We would also nde with our 
family doctor, Eiswcrth Palmore. He was married 
to my father's cousin, Gertrude Strode, both 
deceased. 

I remember my first year at Mount Gilead 
and my first teacher who was Maude Dickerson. 
She gave me my first occk. Back in those school 
days we didn't have free bocks. (Maud is now 
deceased.) 

Joe owned a grocery store. When school 
was dismissed, there were days when he would 
go into town and so we had to walk or hitch a ride 
home. One day Joe sent Gien Witty in to town for 
some groceries and by the time Glen got back. 
Joe had already dismissed school. One day we 
rode home from school 'with Glen in a wagon. A 
storm coms , j n ond G!sh drevs th b team into a 
neignbors barn, I discovered while I was in there 
a large cracker can. I asked Glen to helD me

helped ourselves. When the storm wes over we 
headed for home. I don't guess Joe ever knew 
about us opening the cracker can. Joe is the 
father of Eruce and Leslie Carter. Glen and Hoe 
are deceased. 

I am a member of the Church of Christ I 
was baptized at the age of 19 by Brother 
Phemester, in the creek at Mount Gilead. My 
hobby was riding into town wtth my sister Glade to 
get medicine for my father. We would hitch our 
mules to a post because we didn't have side 
walks in those days. 

I enjoyed going into the woods and 
piteking up chestnuts. We had so many trees but 
they all died in later years. I enjoyed picking wild 
flowers and digging May Apple Roots. I would 
wash and dry and sell them for four to five cents a 
pound. I didn't enjoy getting poison ivy as I would 
at times. I would go fishing below our farm in the 
creek. My mother would tell me to stay out of the 
water, so I never learned to swim, but I loved to 
wade in the creek. 

During winter months, I would piece quilts. 
We would grow cotton and pick the seeds. I 
would make the bets. Mother would spin thread 
and knit socks and mittens. I still have my quilts. I 
would cut and make my dresses. 

D My father wes a farmer. He could play the 
violin. He used to sit and play at night after a hard 
days work. He grew tobacco, corn, wheat oats, 
and had hogs and cows. I never learned to milk. 
He would grow sugar cane and i would take the 
fodder off. cut the seeded head off and then feed 
the cane mills. A neighbor would bring his cane 
mill and make the molasses, which we called 
sugar cane. This neighbor and good friend was 
Bob Hume. 

When tobacco was grown, cut stripped, 
and ready for market my father would get it 
leaded on a wagon and take it to Glasgow, 
Kentucky, to the tobacco warehouse. Vv'e would 
butcher hogs for our meat I wouid can sausage 
and smoke cur meet. I also churned and maos 
our butter. I enjoyed keeping house. I aiso 
wanted to cook and be a house keener ana so 
I'm very glad I learned these things at an early 
age. 

Here is where i thougn my carkest loneiy 
hours h*d corns. My mo T hsr passed awav it the 
acje at toity runs. 5s disci December 12, 133-i. 1 
was twenty-three. With a cip resccrsibiiity, my

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mins to take care of. I was the oldesf at home. 
My older sister. Glade was married to Reggie 
Emberton. I had five brothers ranging from 
thirteen to twenty one years of age. I had two 
sisters, ages eight and ten. I felt like I had to be a 
mother as well as a sister to the family. 

I remained in our home and things went 
very smooth for ail the family. I can look beck and 
can say I was very happy for doing what I could to 
help. I sent the three younger children on to 
school, Sammie, Lena and Mary. I would sew, 
wash, iron, cook and clean. My brothers would 
help with the washing. In those days we didn't 
have electricity in our home. We used a tub and 
washboard for washing our clothes. We would 
heat cur wash water that we carried home from 
the spring, in cast iron kettles. 

I cooked and baked on a wood stove. 
Also on the stove we would heat our iron for 
ironing our clothes. We now call these irons, sad 
irons. I have prepared many good meals for the 
family as well as relatives and friends. The rules 
were, when the food was ready, every one had to 
be at the supper table and ready to eat We grew 
nice gardens. The day before canning, I would 
wash and sterilize jars and buy new rings and lids 
for them. I have found myself in the kitchen until 
11 :Q0 p.m. finishing by days canning. I pause and 
wonder how I carried on, but God knew I was 
willing and ready to get my black berry jelly and 
preserves done. 

Four years after the death of my mother, 
brother Billie passed away at the age of twenty 
two, (December 19, 1938). Billie was just like a 
son to me. As time went on George went to the 
sen/ice. Sammie went to CC Camp and from 
there he went to navy. 

I decided that my sisters, Lena end Mery 
were old enough to help in the home. I wanted to 
help others who needed me in their home. I 
stayed in Oscar Bybee's home end helped with 
their twins, Betty, Bobby, end their three older 
children. I also stayed in the home cf Buford and 
Clarice Page. Buford is now de- ceased. 

Mv brother, Elsworth Carter served in the 
army in 1944 and was wounded overseas and 
came back home to his wife end two children. On 
December 27, 1965 he cessed awav at the age 
of 52.

Walden. They live in the house behind me. The 
land is what we gave to Joe. Bennie was a loving 
step grand-father and I am a very happy grand¬ 
mother.

Another sad time in my live was when my 
brother Denton passed away.. He died at the 
age of 58, on December 30, 1973. His widow 
Bernice Bushong Carter passed away on 
October 16.1977. 

Another sad time in my life was when my 
darling husband Bennie Day Strickler departed 
this life on December 20. 1980 at the age of 84. 
We had a very happy life. The most beautiful part 
of my life was sharing things with Bennie and 
watching Joe grow up into a nice young man. 

When Joe had his 8th birthday, Bennie 
gave him fifteen dollars and Joe looked into his 
eyes and said "thank you daddy" and from that 
day on he was daddy to Joe. Now when I ley 
down at night and say my prayers. I remember 
the words that Bennie would say to me, and that 
was to never grieve when he departed tms life, 
but it hurts more and more as time goes on 

I have weathered the storm. I have been 
blessed with many beautiful memories ana nave 
lived a good life. I was lucky to have lived 
through an electric storm after the rain ceased. I 
was in our yard and was struck by lightning. I feii 
to the ground. In getting up my dress was 
scorched across the chest. My nephew. Eagle 
Emberton, was burnt by lightning whicn caused 
blisters and scars on his back. God spared our 
I rve s. My m oth e r was n ‘t far away fro m u s. M ayb a 
i have been quite lucky, but have worked hard to 
achieve what I have today. Each year I have 
experienced happiness. I have had a hard but 
most rewarding life.

ANGEL INE EMBERTON 
and HER CHILDREN 


According to the various records we have on Angeline Emberton, she was born in 1807, 
1816, 1822 and 1825. Per Henderson County, Kentucky Teath Records (furnished by Diane 
Canary), she died of Typhoid 26 September 1891. The same record gives her parents as ‘Dick 
and Sophie Emberton*. She was on the Monroe County, Kentucky tai lists beginning in 1851 and 
continuing thru 1863- 

Her children were Sanderson D. b 1842, Daniel P. b 20 April 1843. Amanda b 1849, Katie 
b 1852, Franklin b 1854, William b 1856 and Martha (Mattie) b 1859. 

Sanderson D.'s death certificate says his father’s name was 'William Emberton". Daniel 
P.’s death certificate says his father’s name was 'Richard Emberton". Angeline states on her 
indication for the pension of her son Sanderson D., that her husband was named 'William 
Emberton", and that he died at the age of 42 in the year 1861. She says also in this application 
that she had lived in Henderson County, Kentucky since 1869. 


CIVIL WAR DISCHARGE OF SANDERSON D. EMBERTON 

KNOW YE, that Sanderson D. Emberton a Private of Captain Bedford Reavis 
Company, (H.) 143 Regiment of Indiana Infantry VOLUNTEERS, who was enrolled on the twenty 
third day of January one thousand eight hundred and silty five to serve one year or during the 
war is hereby DISCHARGED from the service of the United States this 17th day of October, 1865, 
at Nashville, Tenn. by reason of Special Oder No. 68. 

Said Sanderson D. Emberton was born in-in the State of Kentucky, is 23 

years of age, five feet nine inches high, dark compleiion. grey eyes, black hair, and by 
occupation, when enrolled, a farmer. 

GIVEN at Nashville, Tenn. this 17 day of October 1865. (Can’t read the Regiment 
Commander’s signature - could be Harrison.) 


On the 24th day of February 1866 in Gibson County, Indiana, Sanderson D. Emberton 
applied for an Invalid Army Pension in which he slates that on the 3rd of March 1865, he was 
attacked with Small Pox. and was sent to the Small Pox Hospital at Murfreesboro, Tenn.. and 
remained there for over three months, and while there he lost his left eye from the effects.of 
the Small Pox. He cannot state the palicutars of the case further from the fact that he was 
deleious during the time. After partial recovery he was sent to Hospital No. 1 at Murfreesboro. 
Tenn, and remained there for about one month from the 20th of June 1865- 

By this attack of Small Pox he has entirely lost his said left eye, and at intervals he 
suffers greatly with inflamation in the eye. Since leaving toe service he has resided Patoka 
Township in "the County of Gibson, in the State of Indiana and his occupation has been 
carpentering. His discharge shows that he was a farmer when he enlisted, but actually when 
enrolled he was a carpenter. /$/ Sanderson D. Emberton 

Following the death of Sanderson D„ Angeline applied for a Mother's Pension m which she 
states that she is the widow of William Emberton who died in 1861. aged 42. Angelines

know anything of there whereabouts. Neither can I give any evidence of Physicians after hi? 
return from the Army as I knew of but one Doctor who ever visited mm. Dr v-en Letcher of 
Hr---; Her son and be oniv paid him one visit.

She, Fannie Emberton, said that Daniel Emberton had enlisted at bow 
Green KY in Company G, USA. The pension was denied due to insufficient information, 
yt^ry little in the file, but l would like to share the letter from Fannie Emberton.

SPECULATION 


For many years Linda Robinson has been trying to discover where her great-grandfather, 
William D. Emberton, fit into the Emberton family. I have felt for some time that he belongs 
with Richard’s line. I believe William D.'s father was William Emberton the son of Richard R. 
Emberton and Sally Waldrope. He was on the 1850 census with his mother; and a sister, 
Catherine, was on the same census. 

I have just received a letter from a Jill Farris in California who says her husband's great- 
great-grandmother was Catherine Emberton Strode. She was married to William Jourdan Strode 
on 28 Sept 1858 in Jackson County, Tennessee. They were on the Newton County, Arkansas 
census from 1860 on. Jill tells me that Catherine died on 26 Sept 1910, and that she is buried in 
the Mossville Cemetery in Newton County. 

When Tom and Levi decided to migrate to Arkansas, they may have had Aunts, Uncles 
and cousins waiting to welcome them there. Tava, do you think this Catherine may be who your 
mother was named for? If my theory is correct she would have been Tom and Levi’s Aunt. 

Of course, this is only my ’'speculation'', but I believe the Arkansas "pieces’’ are beginning 
to fit together.

My loved sister. When I got home last night Dallas, your letter was here. I have a peculiar 
idea of writing you to day as to night- as it is now just after 5 P.M. If you remember, just 40 years ago to 
night- we walked to the front in old Mill Creek meeting house, and offered our selves to the church. That 
night was Saturday night-as is to night Well do I remember as I arose from the floor and saw our sainted 
mother, we rather uplifted hands, streaming with tears of Joy. and her tongue telling of the praises of her 
Saviour, and coming toward me. and dapping her hands, and saying "God bless my boy." Oh as I think of 
those hours my eyes fill with salt water until I can but see my way. Ah how crooked a road it has been since 
that hour. Many things have passed out of my memory, but her face lingers with me yet I bless the Lord for 
mother.

’Now I'm going to give you a record of what 
happened to my brothers and how they lost their 
lives. 

My brother Howard, he was Deputy Sheriff 
and Constable of Dow Township. Pittsburg 
County, Oklahoma. Adamson is the name of the 
little town. On January the 25th. 1920, an ex¬ 
convict and an outlaw came to town and shot the 
town up. He run a family of people into an old 
vacated mine — that's all that saved their lives - 
he shot through their little 9 year old girls dress — 9 
bullet holes in the dress, but they never hit her. 
She was runnin 1 and it went through her skirts. 
They come runnin 1 to my brother as he was 
deputy sheriff and told him that his man was in 
town a shootin 1 the town up. My brother put on his 
gun — his holster and gun — it was pretty early in 
the morning and he hadnfyet dressed in clothes - 
- got in the living room — slipped his feet in his 
shoes without lacing his shoes - the man that 
made the run to tell him about the fellow told him 
the man was in the pool haJI leaning over the tale, 
sound asleep, with a gun in each hand. My 
brother deputized this man that come after him - 
said. “Will you come along with me and maybe 
we can take him without any trouble before he 
wakes up?" Just as they got in front of the pool 
hall, this man had somebody that had tipped him 
off that this man had gone for the sheriff. He had 
got out of the pool hall and went around to the 
back and looked up the street and seen my 
brother cornin', so he walked around the pool hall 
and stood peekin' around the comer 'til my 
brother was in front of the pool hall and he 
opened fire. 

His first shot hit my brother over the right 
eye. Half of the ball plowed through the brain and 
lodged in the back of his head. The other piece - 
he had a heavy band on his hat hat band - and it 
glanced into that leather band and stuck in the 
leather band. This outlaw come from behind the 
pool hall and kept firin' at my brother as my 
brother was on the ground, but he was shootin' 
over him and missed him. My brother come to 
enough that he raised his head up and his arm 
up, pulled his gun and set his elbow on the 


ground and put two holes through Morrow's heart - 
- Morrow was the name of the outlaw. The bullets 
went in - both went in the same hole and come 
out in his heart and his back. He lunged forwards 
dead. My brother got up and walked a block and 
a half to the doctor's office and never came out of 
the office alive. That was at 9 o'clock in the 
morning, date January the 25th. We buried him at 
McAlister. January 5 a 27th. 1910. He had been 
Deputy Sheriff for 18 months and that's the first 
trouble he'd ever had and lost his life in the first 
trouble. 

On the morning of the 25th at 9 o'clock I 
was at work in the mines - in the 3rd east entry of 
the "G“ slope. About 1.500 feet from where I went 
in and down to where I was workin' - at Adamson 
#2. And at 9 o'clock when I was workin'. I seen the 
flash of a gun and heard the pistol fire and seen 
my brother fall. And those things happen to me 
and I don't know why. I come down out of the 
entry and hollered to my buddy that my brother 
was shot He was in a shootin' scrape and he 
was shot-that I'd heard the gun shot and saw the 
gun fire and seen him fall. My buddy said. “Sob. 
you're goin' crazy." And I said. “Well. I hope not" 
And I turned my head and looked down the entry 
towards the outlet about a thousand feet 
Between a thousand feet and 1.500 feet from me I 
seen a dim light A light that far away under the 
ground looks like a small star and that's what it 
looked like. And I looked at that light and I 
realized that was the runner cornin' to report the 
accident and I said to my buddy I said, “Lish, 
Lish," Lish was his name, I said, “Ush. that man is 
cornin' to tell me that Howard has been shot. I 
seen him. I know he's shot" And I stood right 
there and waited and I heard his steps. When he 
got about 50 feet from me he said. “Bob, you're 
wanted on top. Your brother Howard just now got 
shot and is not expected to live, they want you 
there before he passes away. I rushed out of the 
mine - got to my brother's bedside - he was in 
the doctor's office at that time and he knew me 
when I got there. And he just looked up at me anc' 
smiled. He said. 'Well, it happened. I hope they 
can do something forthat other man. 1 ' Then he

lost consciousness and died at 9:15 that night — 
on the night of January the 25th. 1910. He was 
shot at 9 o'clock that morning and died at 9:15 that 
night from the wound. This has always been a 
hard experience for me to talk about That was 
my half brothers. 

NOW, I lost another brother - not by gunfire - by 
a mine explosion. I went to work at 8 o'clock on 
the morning of March the 20th, 1910, (he meant to 
say 1912) and at 9 o'clock that morning I seen an 
explosion and seen my brother ftyin’ through the 
air. The same man was workin' with me that was 
workin' with me when my half brother got killed by 
gunshot. Lish Bailey he was known as. 

I come down out of my cuttin's. I was 
cuttin' in the (?) that momin' just the same as I was 
when my first brother was shot and I said, "Lish. 
#2 McCurtain blowed up." And Chile was my 
brother's name. Lish said to me. "Well. I wont say 
to you what I did before. I'm gonna take it as true' 
til we find out different." 

Just as it happened with my first brother - 
looked down the same entry — seen the light in 
the same place and I realized then that the 
warning I had was true. I stood and waited as I 
did before for the runner to get there and make his 
report When he got in about the same distance 
as he did when my first brother was killed - about 
fifty or sixty feet from me - he said, “Bob, you're 
wanted on top. No. @ McCurtain has blowed up 
and there's no signs of life." And then of course 
went to the top as quick as I could - got ready 
and caught the evening train to McAlister, from 
there up to Crcwber and caught a special that the 
company had put on to haul people to the 
explosion. Caught that special at McAlister and 
made it in to McCurtain just at daylight the next 
morning. And at (;15 — twenty four hours later nght 
on the dot I was standing at the mouth of the mine 
when a trip of dead men come up out of the mine - 
- nine cars ioaded with dead men. And as I 
watched these cars go slowly past me and I 
thought I recognized my brother's hair. I followed 
the cars on to tne top where they parked on a 


siding and I identified my brother by the hair on 
his head. Of course he was burnt — his clothes 
was about burnt off of him. 

Some instrument had hit him in the head 
and crushed his head in on the right side — 
crushed it in flat And the bones of his arms 
stickin' through his clothes. The mine 
superintendent was there and I told him, I said. 
"That's my brother right there." I said. “I identify 
him by the hair." And he said. "Well, we cant 
know ‘til we get him washed up and he said you 
come over here where they're seiving coffee and 
just as soon as we get him washed up we'll come 
in and call you and you come in and identify him 
by questions asked." And I sit down on the bench 
and drink some coffee to regain my strength and 
then they come out and told me that they had got 
part of the men washed up that my brother was in 
and ! went in and made the positive identification 
then. And we buried him at McCurtain. in the 
McCurtain cemetery, along with the other 73 that 
were killed. There was 76 all told. There was two 
men made it out but died later. My brother was 
the 74th that died in the mine. When the first list 
come out there was 73. but when it was checked 
and all over with there were 76 men lost their lives 
in that explosion at the #2 McCurtain. 

After the funeral, we went to the cemetery 
and they had a mass ceremony, and there was 
ten men buried in one grave just across the aisle 
from where my brother was buried — from where 
we had purchased the grave and made ready for 
him. And the single graves was served first and 
then when the night ceremony was on they buried 
ten in one grave — eight in another — and from two 
to three in several graves. They had one 
ceremony for all of those that was buried - a 
mass funeral, that was the saddest day of my life 
up to that moment.

Barlow Emberton, was given funeral services in the 
First Baptist church Monday after-noon. He died in 
the Drumright hospital on Friday, January 12. at the 
age of 88 years.

RELIEF FUND IS BEING RAISED 


Local Committee Named at McCurtain by United Mine Workers and Secretary-Treasurer 
Fred W. Holt of McAlister Receives Funds - Mass Meeting Called Here to Raise Funds. 


With the recoveiy of 84 dead bodies from 
San Bcis Mine No. 2 at McCurtain. as a result of the 
gas explosion Wednesday morning, the disaster 
easily ranks as the worst in the history of mining in 
Oklahoma. 

There are probably seven more bodies in 
the mine. The Associated Press says that 25 living 
persons, instead of 26. were taken from the mine or 
made their escape. This would make the number 
who went in the mine 116. 

There were 29 bodies taken from the mine 
this forenoon and four during last night. 

It is stated at McCurtain that 65 women are 
left widows by the disaster and 250 children are 
orphaned. 

The United Mine Workers of District 21 have 
appropriated $5,000.00 for immediate relief. 

A committee of miners composed of H.B. 
Long, Bill Graham, and Jake Widener have charge 
of the relief work at McCurtain and District vice- 
president Ed Cunningham tells the News-Capital 
that clothing and other supplies should be 
forwarded to the committee at McCurtain. 

He says that money should be sent to Fred 
W. Holt district secretary and treasurer at McAlister, 
who will receipt for same. 

Mayor Hanraty has called a meeting of 
McAlister citizens for ten o'clock Saturday morning, 
in the district courtroom, to raise funds for relief. 

Secretary Harris of the Commercial club 
says that a committee is endeavoring to raise funds 


and that he will receive and forward anything any 
citizen may wish to contribute. 

A mass meeting was held in Muskogee to 
raise funds for relief of the McCurtain sufferers. 

Ft Smith has sent supplies and all the towns 
in this section are said to be coming to the relief of 
the stricken city. Ft. Smith raised $5,365 last night 
Hartford is raising $500. 

The men who were rescued Friday were 
shut off from escape by bad air but they had utilized 
the air from the compressor and had plenty to 
breathe where they were. 

MAYOR WAS OVERCOME 

Mayor Hanraty of McAlister was in the 
volunteer rescue patty and in crossing 75 feet of 
bad air. some of it utterly devoid of oxygen, he was 
seized with nosebleed, indicating a bad condition in 
his lungs. He was disabled for on y a little while. 

Last night only men equipped with oxygen 
helmets tried to penetrate the mine. 

Of the dead men about 20 are company 
men including Civil Engineer W.G. Roper and two 
assistants. 

Boy's Pathetic Death. 

Ralph Kenney. 16 years old, son of Rev. 
J.A Kenney, a Methodist preacher of McCurtain, 
could not escape what fate had decreed. The little 
fellow was among the fourteen living which the mine 
gave up. Partly insensible at first he shortly came to

"73 KILLED — 24 ESCAPE 

Thirteenth Entry is Safe Haven for Thirteen Men 


SAN BOIS MINE NO 2 CLAIMS LARGE MAJORITY AS HER OWN 


TWO MORE BODIES YET REMAIN IN THE ILL-FATED MINE AND IT 
WLL BE SOME DAYS BEFORE THEY CAN BE RECOVERED - QUIET 
ic ci nwi V RFTTLING ON THE SCENE 


McCURTAIN, March 27 —<Spl-)—Just one 
week ago this morning at 9:04 occurred the 
greatest disaster that has visited the southwest in 
the way of a mine explosion, that was ever known. 
Today this little city is sadly showing the effects of 
the catastrophe that occurred at Mine No. 2 of the 
San Bois Coal Co., and in its havoc reaped the 
lives of seventy-three of the miners. The mine 
was at the time of the explosion in charge of 
Superintendent A.H. Brown, who has had charge 
here for the past six years, but a few days ago 
State Mine Inspector Ed. Boyle took charge of the 
situation, and has been carrying on the rescue 
work since. 

The body of W.D. Roper, the surveyor, 
who v as in the mine at the explosion during some 
survey work, was found in the eleventh entry, and 
was badly disfigured. His body was shipped to 
his old hme in South Carolina for burial. 

The rescue of the bodies still in the mine 
is going on, and at this time all have not been 
recovered. The bodies of 0. Parenti and Paul 
Bessie are still in the mine and are buried under 
the debris caused by the explosion that it will be 
some time before they are recovered. 

The body of Dick Wimberly was 
re cove ^ Monday, and he was placed along 
side Ci he other bodies in the local cemetery. 
The cemetery of the town shows a decided 
change; where but a few days ago, were a small 
number graves, today the hillside is dotted with 
more than a score, and most all are victims of the 
fatal mine disaster. 

Mine Inspector Boyle issued a statement 
immediately after his thorough investigation of the 
mine, and placed the cause of the explosion to 
gas. and stated that the engineer, who was killed 
in the explosion had probabiy failed to mark off 
what is known to miners as the "dead line, and 
that some one had taken a fatal step, (had gone 
into one of the pockets without a safety lamp, and 
had exploded the gas, which gathered speed as 
it progressed and only completed its work when it 


reached the farther most parts of the mine. 

Much speculation is going on among ke 
miners and other citizens in these parts as to the 
actions of Superintendent Brown immediately 
following the occurrence and much regret is 
expressed at the steps taken by him during the 
progress of the work He is now in Fort Smith in a 
local hospital, being taken there immediately 
after his true condition became known to the 

miners, and to their friends. 

Quite a ripple of excitement was caused 
around the mines Monday by the posting of 
notices on the San Bois property by the Superior 
Savings and Trust Company, of Cleveland. Ohio 
in which it was stated that the company had 
assumed the control of all the coal companies 
holdings under a mortgage dated November 25. 
1907. The notice also states that the company is 
now in full control of the affairs of the coal 
company. This places the affairs of the ill-fated 
mine in good shape. With Mine Inspector Boyle 
having full charge of the rescue work and the 
Savings and Trust Co., in charge of the financial 
end of the work the affairs will be carried on in a 


business like manner. 

As a result of these two actions mua. 
uneasiness that was at first felt by those more fully 
acquainted with the working of the company were 
put to rest and as a consequence the widows 
and orphans, of which there are ^any as a result 
of the explosion, are assured that they will have 

the best that can be provided. 

Relief funds from neighbonng cities and 
towns is pouring into relief headquarters, and 
officials are kept busy taking care of wards.

shortfy came to himself and smiled as he told of the 
night in the small pump room, where he and thirteen 
choking men almost fought each other for gasps of 
fresh air from a broken air pipe. Then a pallor 
spread over his face, his form quivered, and before 
outstretched hands could seize him. his body sank 
to the floor. Helpers looked at him and then at each 
other. The strand of life had been stretched too taut 
during the hideous torment of the night Youth could 
not withstand the return of joy. 

It was a story seldom heard which John 
Korosko told. He was one of the fourteen who 
sought safety n the pump room. He and John Scott 
staggered up to the broken pipe at the same time. 
They frantically pushed each other aside with the 
first breath of fresh air. when they breathed naturally 
again, they searched nearby for comrades. One 
after another of the other twelve were found, carried 
to a living air and revived. Then with all assembled 
a hand 'was placed beneath the aperture in the pipe 
that the air might spread equally to each encircled 
about Yesterday Scott removed his hat A dozen 
cut and bruised olaces showed prominently where 
he at first had butted his head on the (????) in his 
frantic (????????????) said one of the miners who 
was rescued "so I just took a shot at praying. In 
less than twenty minutes it had worked." 

At all hours yesterday drays and wagons left the 
wash room and drove to all parts of the town. In 
each lay a corpse, sheltered in white. Sometimes 
the body was placed in a coffin before the drive 
began. Never had the townspeople been 
witnesses to such a sight. 

ANOTHER SURVIVOR TALKS. 

Tom Farrimond. one of those rescued, told 
of the experiences of himself and his comrades. 

"We had almost given up hope." he said, 
"when the rescue party reached us. 

"How we ever met in the room I do not know. 
As soon as we felt the explosion we rushed to the 
pump knowing that we were too far from the 
entrance to escape if the explosion was severe. 

We had just put a curtain over the entrance when a 
big sheet of flame passed our room and sent a 
small puff of its deadly breath at us. The minutes 
seemed like hours as we clung to the pump, 
straining every effort to inhale every bit of the fresh 
air. We hardly spoke. We did not 
discuss the possibility of death or rescue. We 
suffered greatly from lack of water."

ONE OF COUNTY’S BRAVEST OFFICERS 
KILLED BY A MISERABLE WRETCH 


MORROW HAD A RECORD 


SERVED TERM AT LEAVENWORTH FOR 
ROBBING ITALIANS AT ARCHIBALD. 
TRIED TO ROB JACK PERDUE 

Howard Murray Lived But a Few Hours After 
Killing H. J. Morrow, Who Was Tough Citizen 


Howard E. Murray, deputy sheriff at 
Adamson, who was shot yesterday by H.J. 
Morrow, whom he killed in turn, died last night at 
8:30. Dr. E.H. Troy was called to attend Murray 
and found that there was no hope for his recovery. 
The bullet had entered his head just back of the 
right temple, traveled a short distance under the 
skin and then, splitting on the bone, a portion of it 
entered the brain. The doctor said his wonderful 
vitality alone made it possible for him to live as 
long as he lid. 

W._>. O'Neal, undersheriff went to 
Adamson on the afternoon train and as he learned 
the story of the shooting he related it this morning. 

He said for two days Morrow had been on 
a big drunk and was terrorizing the town. 
Yesterday morning about 10 or 10:30 o'clock he 
was in front of a pool hall, drunk and boisterous, 
when Murray started to arrest him and take him off 
the street He began backing away from Murray 
and when he took the first shot at him they were 
probably forty-five feet apart. His first shot at 


Muntay missed. Murray then shot at Morrow, 
also missing him. Morrow, shot again and that 
time struck Murray in the head. Murray shot and 
sent a bullet through Morrow's heart before he feiL 
After he went down he raised up, took his gun in 
both hands and shot Morrow in the back, the bullet 
going entirely through die body. Howard was 
using a regulation Coifs .45 and Morrow had a 
double-action Smith & Wesson. 

After the shooting Murray arose and those 
standing by asked him if he was hurt and he said 
no, he guessed not Two of them took him by the 
arm and started to walk away with him when he 
became unconscious and remained so until he died. 

Charles Schade went to Adamson this 
morning to embalm the body. It will be brought 
here on the 10:45 train (Nellie train?) tomorrow 
forenoon and the funeral will be held here. 
Murray leaves a widow and two children, aged 4 
and 2. 

Morrow leaves a wife. He will be buried at 
county expense.

Tompkinsviile has always had a few small 
businesses such as shoemakers, repair shops and from 
1869 to 1871 hat for men and boys were manufactured in 
Tompkinsviile by William Jordan. Jordan also made 
horse collars out of com shucks. He made hats for men 
and boys out of wool and rye and wheat straw. The 
fellow who wore one of Jordan's hats had to guard 
against getting it wet Among those who made and 
repaired shoes in Tompkinsviile before the Civil War. 
doing all the work by hand, were Drew Steen. Sam 
Bellomy and others. After the Civil War. shoe making and 
repairing by hand improved some. The cobblers could 
get better tools and better leather. Among those who 
engaged in the making of shoes by hand since the War 
are the names of J.H. Bevill, one time postmaster of 
Tompkinsviile and later Clerk of the Monroe Circuit Court 
William Rains. Edward Ryan, Charlie Goad, and 
( Richard) Co me Hus Emberton. 

EMBERTON specialized in making boots for 
men and boys. When a man or boy had on a pair of 
Emberton's boots, he was 'really dressed up’. But 
during the past decade the shoe repairing business has 
greatly improved, but the making of shoes by hand has 
entirely stopped. The first man to introduce machinery in 
his shoe repairing and harness business in 
Tompkinsviile was Bud Phiipott After a few years Dewey 
Hagan, then Coroner of the county, opened up a repair 
shop which was much better equipped with machinery 
than the Phiipott shop. This shop is an up-todate shop 
and capable of turning out the very best work.

The prisoners were 
kept cn the second floor. 

When Tom was constable and Lee jailer. 
Lee's wife. Ona (Leona), told the story of a 
prisoner coming up behind her as she stood 
looking out of the open door. He had been 
arrested to marry a girl who was pregnant He 
told Ona that he was escaping as he was not the 
father of the baby and did not intend to many the 
girl and that she could do as she liked about 
trying to stop him. She watched him walk away 
and did not call Lee or even tell that she knew 
what had happened to this prisoner for over sixty 
years when she told her daughter Genevieve 
Norton while they were on a visit to Jasper shortly 
before her death. 


Jailer W. T. Emberton passed from this 
world to the worid beyond at near 7 o'clock last 
Thursday evening. His death being a result of 
Brights Disease and followed a continued illness 
of five months. 

Mr. Emberton, known to his host of 
admirers as “Unde Torn" was a native of 
Kentucky moved to Arkansas in his early life. He 
located in Newton County at Jasper, and since 
his arrival in Arkansas he has resided in Newton 
& Boone Counties. 

At the time of his death he was 70 years 
and 11 days old. 

In 1879 he was mamed to Miss Nancy 
Jane Bailey. To this union was bom eleven 
children. Seven of whom are living. 

Besides his wife he is survived by two 
sons. Will. Hartshorne, Oklahoma Lee (Levi) of 
Harrison; and five daughters. Mrs. J. D. (Catherine

William Carroll Emberton was bom 6 
March 1898, on a farm in Carroll County, 
Arkansas - near Parthenon. His parents were 
Levi S. and Ida Josephine [Brown] Emberton. 
He had one brother, Benton, bom in 1894, and 
one sister, Vertie Lee, bom in 1896. Levi died 
of Typhoid fever in the same year that William 
Carroll was bom. He left his family with the 
farm, consisting of 121 acres, thirty seven head 
of cattle and other personal property. 

Cornelius and Rebecca Emberton, 
parents of Levi, came from Monroe County, 
Kentucky and stayed with his family for some 
time following his death. Rebecca and Josie did 
not get along. The faim did not prosper. 
Cornelius and Rebecca went back to Kentucky. 
Josie sold things off little by little until there was 
no living left. When W.C. was four years old 
they left the farm to live with Josie's widowed 
mother, Sarah [Grist] Brown, he could 
remember riding a horse from the farm to 
Marble City - one mile from what is now the 
amusement park "DogPatch", Arkansas. A hard 
journey. 

The family lived very hard - often having 
little to e3t. Once in a while they had squirrel or 
chicken. He did not taste beef until he was quite 
a big boy. They ate combread, biscuits and 
molasses - and sometimes little of that. He could 
remember going to five schools in Arkansas - 
Hunting with his fathers cap and ball rifle - 
fishing when the "signs were right" - walking the 
hills with his grandmother, Sarah Brown, in 
search of herbs -Ginseng - Seneca - Yellow Root 
- etc - which they traded at the store for neces¬ 
sities. They used turpentine on wounds - sugar 
with kerosene for croup. He loved Arkansas. 
He said his feet were so tough from going 
barefoot they would strike sparks as they hit the 
rocks when he ran over the hills. 

In 1904, the family came to Indian 
Territory -Pittsburg County, Oklahoma. They 
came by train and marveled at seeing bananas 
and oranges for the first time. Upon arriving in 
Oklahoma they spent the night in a hotel - 
marveling even more at seeing their first electric 
light. W.C. and Benton spent most of the night 


trying to blow it out. They picked cotton anc 
stayed a while in a town called Edwards - but diu 
not like it and went back to Arkansas. 

They came back to Oklahoma in 1910. 
The Brown family having moved here to work in 
the mines. The last school W.C. went to was in 
Craig, Oklahoma. His first job was at Craig, 
driving a slip team and helping to build a bridge 
there. When he was 13 years old he worked in a 
livery stable for 50*1 a day. He later worked on 
the railroad and at the coal mines at Hailcyville 
and Craig. He was a "powder monkey" at the 
mines and did not work below. His brother wen: 
into the mines at the age of 15. His uncles, John 
Willis Brown and Columbus Turner Brown, also 
worked in the mines. His mother ran the hotel in 
Haileyville. During this time W.C. lived with 
"Lum" Brown. 

His sister, Vertie Lee, married a man 
named Tom Threlkeld, who taught W.C. to hang 
paper. Tom took Vertie Lee to New Mexico 
because she had Tuberculosis. She died there of 
the Flu during the epidemic of 1918. She was 
only 22 years old. W.C. never got over the loss 
of his sister. 

On 31 May 1919, W.C. left home to get 
a pound of butter. He was next heard from in 
Germany. He had enlisted in the army at 
Jefferson Barracks, iVlissouri. He went from 
there to Camp Mead, Maryland. Then France, 
Germany, Belgium and back to Camp Mead. He 
was honorably discharged from Camp Mead. 
Maryland, on 6 August 1922 -Corporal, 
Company "C", 16^ Tank Battalion. 

He returned to Haileyville, Oklahoma 
where he met Elizabeth Flynn at an Armistice 
Day party in the fail of 1922. They were 
married 24 February 1923. He went to work 
firing boilers at the mines. 

The mines closed down just a few 
months after their marriage. They divided the 
money they had between them and W.C. roamed 
the country looking for work. His funds soon 
ran out so he hopped a freight train near 
Wellington. Kansas. He slipped and was pulled 
under the train and forty-two cars ran over the 
edge of his right foot. He was drug into a coal

shed where a Doctor amputated part of his foot 
By the time he was taken to a hospital in 
Wellington, he had blood poisoning. The foot was 
amputated and then part of the leg - about half way 
to the knee. Soon after he learned to walk again, 
he turned to the trade that he learned from Tom 
Threflceld and followed it until he was 75 years of 
age. Many times in the early years he worked on 
crutches and he would crawl from his paste board 
to the wall. And many times when he wore his 
artificial leg to work he would have to pry it off 
with a kitchen knife when he got home - his leg 
would be so swollen. He finally built an artificial 
leg himself that worked better for him. Altho it 
was heavy, he wore it for the rest of his life. 

In January of 1925, their frst son, William 
Levi was bom in Holdenville, Oklahoma. In 
December of 1926, the second son, Carroll Marion 
was bom in Durant, Oklahoma. And the last son, 
Joseph Patrick was bom, also in Durant, in 
February 1936. 

In 1937, the family came to Oklahoma City 
and Tulsa. Then back to Oklahoma City by 1941 


to settle permanently. 

W.C. tried to enlist in World War IL 
Failing that, he worked at Tinker Field as an 
Inspector for the duration of the war. During that 
time he was sent to Maryland to test gliders. When 
the war ended, he returned to his trade. 

He lived a quiet Efe. He was a quiet man. 
He worked hard. He loved his family. He loved to 
fish. He loved nature. He had a grand sense of 
humor. He was very wise. He had so much 
integrity and he had so much patience. 

He suffered from Emphysema for many 
years before he died. He did not complain. He 
said he had lived a good long life - much longer 
than he had ever expected and that he was reach - to 
go. He accepted death as he accepted all the hard 
things that happened to him in life. 

He died at South Community Hospital in 
Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, 26 May 1984. He is 
buried at Arlington Memory Gardens - Midwest 
City, Oklahoma - near the Statue in the military 
section of the cemetery.

William McKinley Emberton was a farmer for most of his short life 
except for a while when he was employed by the L & N Railroad. He 
worked in the south-Louisviile shop. 

He was farming (stripping tobacco) on 2 Nov. 1923 near Cave City. KY. 
when he and another man reportedly had an argument over cigarettes 
and again later, over some apples that McKinley had picked from a 
nearby tree. He had intended to give the apples to his sons. 

At some point the other man hit McKinley in the head with a piece of 
wood, causing his death three days later. McKinley's assailant was 
arrested, tried, and sentenced to 8 years in prison. William McKinley 
Emberton is buried in the Glasgow Cemetery. His widow, Lera Ermin 
Powell later married Elbert Ellis of Barren County and they had several 
children.
